The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Lee (U.S. Patent 
4,592,673) discloses an interchange including most of the features of the present application; 
however, there is no portion of Lee which meets the recitations regarding the "common road." 
The prior art lacks motivation for having included an additional feature connected to the main 
road and connection platforms since all directions of traffic are already handled by Lee.
